Applicant claims antimicrobial compositions and kits useful in dental and 
antimicrobial process, wherein the compositions comprise metal-containing compounds 
such as zinc and copper oxides and silver chloride inter alia, and the kits comprise 
these compositions in combination with phosphoric acid, dental varnishes or a fluoride 
source. The prior art of record does not teach nor fairly suggest these compositions 
comprising the specifically claimed compounds in the specifically claimed amounts. By 
extension, kits containing these compositions are also not taught not fairly suggested by 
the prior art of record.
